GOALS 

The  overall  goal  of  the  Department 
of  Continuing  Medical  Education  at 
the  Medical  College  of  Virginia  is  to 
provide  the  practicing  physicians  of 
Virginia  and  surrounding  states  with 
the  appropriate  educational  opportuni- 
ties to  enable  them  to  provide  optimal 
patient  care.  A  subgoal,  implied  by  the 
overall  goal,  is  the  development  of  the 
mechanisms  and  techniques  required 
to  provide  those  appropriate  educa- 
tional opportunities. 

PHILOSOPHY  AND  BASIC 
ASSUMPTIONS 

The  philosophical  stance  taken  by 
the  Department  of  Continuing  Medical 
Education  at  the  Medical  College  of 
Virginia  is  that  to  be  effective,  educa- 
tional experiences  must  be  based  upon 
the  needs  of  the  learner  and  must  fur- 
ther occur  in  the  manner,  time,  and 
place  most  likely  to  involve  the  learner 
in  planning  and  implementing  his/her 
own  learning  experience.  It  is  further 
the  philosophy  of  this  department  that 
learning  has  occurred  when  behavior 
has  been  changed,  and  that  behavior 
change  is  dependent  upon  providing 
relevant  feedback  to  the  learner. 

EDUCATIONAL  ACTIVITIES 

The  educational  activities  currently 
offered  by  the  Medical  College  of  Vir- 
ginia Department  of  Continuing  Medi- 
cal Education  involve  a  variety  of 
means  and  modalities.  First  of  all,  sev- 
eral traditional  Continuing  Medical 
Education  programs  are  presented  an- 
nually. These  consist  of  lectures;  small 
group  discussions;  question  and  answer 
periods;  and,  when  appropriate,  ex- 
periential learning.  These  may  last  for 
one  or  more  days,  and  are  designed  to 
meet  the  needs  of  an  identified  target 
population.  Most  of  these  programs 
are  conducted  on  the  Medical  College 
of  Virginia  campus  but  may  be  held 
in  other  locations.  At  the  end  of  this 
article  is  this  year's  schedule  of  formal 
programs.

A  second  type  of  learning  experi- 
ence available  is  the  "Physician-in- 
Residence"  program.*  In  this  program, 
a  MCV  faculty  member  spends  one 
and  one-half  days  in  a  community  hos- 
pital lecturing,  making  rounds,  and  any 
other  teaching  activities  requested  of 
him  by  the  local  medical  staff.  This 
type  of  program  is  designed  to  provide 
ample  time  for  the  faculty  member  to 
interact  with  all  members  of  the  health 
care  team,  thereby,  providing  a  pro- 
gram of  optimal  value  to  the  hospital.

A  third  type  of  learning  experience 
available  consists  of  self-learning  pack- 
ages. These  packages  have  been  de- 
veloped by  the  Medical  College  of 
Virginia  and  other  faculty  in  the  South- 
ern Consortium.  These  are  on  file  and 
can  be  ordered  from  the  Visual  Educa- 
tion Department  at  the  Medical  Col- 
lege of  Virginia.  This  is  a  new  venture 
at  MCV  which  was  first  offered  to 
practicing  physicians  during  the  1973- 
74  academic  year. 

Another  learning  experience  cur- 
rently available  to  physicians  is  the 
"Clinical  Traineeship."  This  experience 
enables  the  physician  to  come  back  to 
the  Medical  College  of  Virginia,  where 
he/she  participates  in  rounds  and  other

activities  with  the  residents  as  well  as 
working  on  a  special  learning  program 
worked  out  in  advance  by  the  depart- 
ment involved  and  the  learner.  These 
experiences  may  extend  from  a  week 
to  a  month. 

In  addition  to  the  above  mentioned 
opportunities  for  physicians  to  con- 
tinue their  education,  the  Department 
of  Continuing  Medical  Education  also 
operates  the  "Affiliate  Hospital  Pro- 
gram" in  conjunction  with  the  Univer- 
sity of  Virginia  School  of  Medicine  in 
Charlottesville.  In  this  arrangement 
faculty  from  the  two  schools  spend  up 
to  one-half  day  in  community  hospitals 
where  they  normally  make  a  presenta- 
tion on  a  specifically  requested  topic 
and  answer  any  questions  which  the 
discussion  with  the  medical  staff  gen- 
erates. Additionally,  members  from  the 
medical  staff  of  the  community  hospi- 
tal often  present  their  problem  cases 
for  the  faculty  to  react  to  and  ultilize 
as  a  teaching  tool. 

RESEARCH  ACTIVITIES 

While  Continuing  Medical  Educa- 
tion has  traditionally  concerned  itself 
with  making  information  available  to 
practicing  physicians,  it  is  now  begin- 
ning to  undertake  new  responsibilities. 
These  new  responsibilities  include  the 
development  of  new  mechanisms  for 


measuring  educational  need,  for  plan- 
ning and  implementing  educational  ac- 
tivities, and  for  evaluating  continuing 
education  activities.  The  Department 
of  Continuing  Medical  Education  at 
MCV  is  currently  involved  in  doing 
research  to  alleviate  deficiencies  in  the 
present  continuing  education  system. 
As  the  goals  of  this  department  revolve 
around  quality  patient  care,  certain  of 
the  research  activities  are  also  directed 
toward  this  end.  Following  are  some 
examples  of  current  research  activities 
now  under  way. 

A  data  retrieval  system  is  currently 
being  utilized  to  determine  the  inci- 
dence of  disease  by  age  and  sex.  This 
system  will  provide  a  data  base  upon 
which  other  research  can  be  built.  One 
such  research  project  currently  under- 
way, involves  family  physicians  in 
building  criteria  for  quality  patient 
care  to  be  utilized  in  a  medical  audit 
system.  In  this  case  the  data  retrieval 
system  enables  the  physicians  to  ini- 
tially build  criteria  for  those  diagnoses 
and  problems  which  are  most  prev- 
alent. If  a  medical  audit  should  dis- 
close an  educational  deficiency,  a  con- 
tinuing medical  education  activity  can 
be  designed  to  rectify  the  deficiency. 
Subsequent  use  of  the  audit  can  in- 
dicate whether  or  not  the  deficiency 
has  been  rectified. 


Another  research  project  utilizes  a 
multi-phasic  needs  assessment  and 
evaluation  mechanism.  The  project  will 
involve  approximately  100  physicians. 
A  practice  profile  will  be  developed 
for  each  physician.  Based  on  this  pro- 
file, an  examination  will  be  constructed. 
In  other  words,  if  a  physician's  prac- 
tice is  50%  pediatrics,  half  of  the  test 
questions  will  be  related  to  the  diag- 
noses and  treatment  of  pediatric  pa- 
tients. In  addition  to  this,  a  sample  of 
the  physicians  will  conduct  a  medical 
audit  of  selected  diagnoses  and  prob- 
lems in  their  practices.  The  results  of 
the  testing  and  auditing  activities  will 
then  be  utilized  to  design  and  imple- 
ment continuing  medical  education  ac- 
tivities. Following  the  educational  ac- 
tivities a  post  examination  and  audit 
will  help  determine  the  effectiveness 
of  the  continuing  education  activities. 

FUTURE 

As  Continuing  Medical  Education 
becomes  an  equal  partner  in  the  con- 
tinuum of  medical  education,  it  is 
expected  that  Continuing  Medical  Edu- 
cation at  the  Medical  College  of  Vir- 
ginia will  embody  increased  potential 
and  capability  to  meet  the  educational 
needs  of  practicing  physicians.  This 
will  include  continued  experimentation 
to  develop  improved  ways  and  means 
of  needs  assessment,  programming,  and 
evaluation.  The  department  will  fur- 
ther concern  itself  with  developing  and 
refining  techniques  of  quality  assur- 
ance, in  order  to  help  pinpoint  the 
weaknesses  in  the  health  care  delivery 
system,  as  well  as  to  help  the  individual 
physician  get  reliable  feedback  on  the 
quality  of  care  he/she  is  providing.

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At  the  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  the  Alumni

It  is  a  privilege  for  me  as  Provost  of  the  Medical  Col- 
lege of  Virginia  Campus  of  Virginia  Commonwealth  Uni- 
versity to  be  with  you  today  and  briefly  update  this  Board 
on  some  of  the  activities  on  our  campus. 

The  planning  of  the  new  hospital  program,  renovation 
and  new  facilities  is  proceeding  on  schedule.  The  new 
supply  and  distribution  building  will  be  started  this  fall, 
and  demolition  will  begin  on  Hunton  and  McFarland  Halls 
in  the  spring  for  the  footings  of  the  new  hospital  to  be  ini- 
tiated later  next  year.  One  should  remember  that  all  the 
schools  on  the  Medical  College  of  Virginia  Campus  have 
an  interest  in  the  hospital  as  it  serves  as  a  clinical  labora- 
tory for  all  of  them. 

A  search  committee  for  a  new  president  of  Virginia 
Commonwealth  University  is  being  established.  The  Ex- 
ecutive Committee  of  the  Board  will  be  the  active  function- 
ing search  committee;  with  the  eventual  appointment  being 
made  by  the  full  Board  of  Visitors.  An  advisory  committee 
to  the  search  committee  of  the  Board  of  Visitors  will  be 
appointed,  consisting  of  at  least  15  members,  with  rep- 
resentation from  the  alumni,  the  student  body,  the  faculty, 
the  deans,  and  the  administration  to  screen  candidates. 
The  input  of  the  alumni  will  be  sought  by  the  Board  of 
Visitors. 

"When  the  final  list  of  candidates  for  the  presidency  are 
being  interviewed  for  this  important  position,  they  as 
candidates  will  want  to  come  to  you  to  determine  the  level 
of  the  Alumni  Association's  interest  and  support  of  the 
University  as  well  as  for  a  new  president.  When  talking  to 
these  potential  candidates,  I  hope  you  can  be  as  loyal  and 
as  positive  to  the  Medical  College  of  Virginia  Campus  of 
Virginia  Commonwealth  Unversity  as  you  have  in  the  past. 
Obviously,  for  a  president  to  come  to  the  Virginia  Common- 
wealth University  and  not  have  the  support  of  the  Alumni 
Association  from  the  outset  is  asking  for  potential  prob- 
lems. Therefore,  as  this  search  process  goes  along  and 
alumni  representatives  are  involved  in  the  search  committee, 
I  am  sure  these  candidates  will  want  to  talk  to  you  privately 
or  as  a  group,  and  again  I  hope  you  will  be  as  supportative 
of  the  Office  of  the  University  President  as  you  have  been 
of  MCV  all  along."

Our  preliminary  count  for  registration  this  fall  on  the 
MCV  Campus  is  2,425  students,  and  I  think  we  have  a 
few  more  coming,  which  is  approximately  8  or  9  per  cent 
over  last  year,  so  we  have  a  lot  of  students  on  board  this 
fall.  Of  this  group  about  1.425  are  in  the  postbaccalaureate 
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educational  programs  and  I'm  referring 
to  Medicine,  Dentistry,  and  graduate 
work.  Also,  we  have  about  47%,  a  lit- 
tle less  than  1,100,  in  the  schools  and 
the  departments  which  are  programmed 
to  occupy  the  Health  Sciences  Build- 
ing which  many  of  you  have  heard 
about.  So  a  significant  percentage  of 
our  total  group  of  students  need  that 
new  facility.  Money  is  available  for 
planning  but  we  do  not  have  the  State 
appropriation  for  construction.  I  don't 
know  what  will  happen  in  the  next 
year  but  any  help  you  give  us  will  be 
very  much  appreciated  when  it  be- 
comes necesary  to  seek  your  assist- 
ance in  obtaining  construction  funds. 

The  School  of  Basic  Sciences  has 
about  150  graduate  students  in  its  com- 
ponent departments,  which  is  the  larg- 
est enrollment  since  it  became  a  sepa- 
rate school.  The  School  of  Pharmacy 
has  280  students  registered  in  the  three- 
year  baccalaureate  program  and  has, 
in  addition,  some  30-35  graduate  stu- 
dents. 

The  other  building  I  wish  to  refer  to 
is  the  new  addition  to  Sanger  Hall, 
Sanger  Hall  III.  A  ribbon  cutting  cer- 
emony will  be  held  on  October  1 1 
and  I  would  assume  all  of  you  will 
have  received  invitations  and  I  hope 
to  see  as  many  of  you  there  as  possible. 
Governor  Godwin  will  be  on  the 
agenda  and  also  the  Director  of  NIH, 
Dr.  Robert  Stone.  NIH  provided  about 
two-thirds  of  the  cost  of  the  building, 
so  it  is  very  appropriate  that  its  rep- 
resentative be  with  us.  Incidentally,  the 
completion  and  occupation  of  Sanger 
III  has  required  that  the  freshman 
medical  class  enrollment  be  increased 
to  168  and  this  is  the  size  of  the  in- 
coming class.

School  of  Medicine 

Thank  you  for  the  privilege  of  rep- 
resenting Dean  Pearse,  who  is  today 
consulting  for  a  medical  school  in 
Brazil.  Three  developments  in  the 
School  of  Medicine  warrant  inclusion 
in  this  brief  report  to  you. 

In  the  past  year  we  increased  our 
freshman  class  from  146  to  168  stu- 
dents, twice  the  size  of  our  class  fifteen 
years  ago.  The  increase  is  in  Virginia 
residents,  who  constitute  88%  of  our 
latest  class,  and  in  women  (18%)  and 
black  students  Calmost  5%  of  all  stu- 
dents). That  only  twenty  nonresidents 
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could  be  accepted  from  almost  3000 
nonresident  applicants  shows  how  very 
difficult  it  is  for  a  non-Virginian  to 
gain  admission. 

Our  faculty  has  grown  very  rapidly 
in  number  and  quality  over  the  past 
fifteen  years.  We  have  311  full-time 
faculty  and  415  volunteer  faculty. 
Growth  in  numbers,  however,  has  now 
ceased  due  to  financial  restrictions. 
Growth  in  quality  continues.  In  the 
past  year  two  new  department  chair- 
men have  been  appointed.  Dr.  Harold 
Fallon,  an  authority  on  liver  diseases, 
has  come  from  Chapel  Hill  to  be  Chair- 
man of  the  Department  of  Medicine. 
Dr.  Lazar  Greenfield,  a  prominent  in- 
vestigator of  cardiopulmonary  physi- 
ology and  shock,  has  just  arrived  from 
Oklahoma  to  be  Chairman  of  the  De- 
partment of  Surgery. 

Our  92  interns  and  271  residents  are 
now  seen  as  postgraduate  students.  Dr. 
Kenneth  Blaylock  is  the  Assistant 
Dean  responsible  for  them.  The  ap- 
pointments these  doctors  hold  are 
highly  desirable  and  sought  after  by 
applicants  from  all  over  the  country. 
Unfortunately  we  do  not  have  enough 
positions  to  accommodate  our  own 
graduates.  We  are  caught  in  the  squeeze 
of  having  more  graduates  needing  more 
residencies  at  a  time  when  the  Com- 
monwealth cannot  afford  to  pay  for 
them.  The  brightest  side  of  our  house- 
staff  picture  is  Dr.  Hugh  Mayo's  fam- 
ily practice  residency  program,  which 
now  has  86  doctors  in  training.  This 
program  is  recognized  as  the  best  in 
the  United  States.  Over  40%  of  our 
current  students  want  appointments  in 
family  practice.  It  is  gratifying  to  know 
that  we  are  doing  best  what  the  State 
and  nation  need  most.

School  of  Dentistry 

I  think  that  Doctors  Neal,  Pearce, 
and  McGuire  have  alluded  to  the  pro- 
gress this  institution  has  made  and  I 
think  we  can  all  take  pride  in  that  pro- 
gress, particularly  that  made  in  the  last 
few  years  under  their  leadership.  We 
can  point  with  pride  to  Sanger  Hall.  It 
is  an  impressive  structure  that  certainly 
will  take  care  of  many  of  our  needs. 
The  hospital  program  will  benefit  the 
entire  institution.  Pinson  made  a  point 
that  the  hospital  program  is  not  solely 
for  the  School  of  Medicine,  but  for  all 
the  schools  on  this  campus  and  that  is 


exactly  the  case.  I  have  the  privilege  of 
serving  on  the  planning  committee  for 
that  hospital,  and  we  are  assured  that 
the  needs  of  every  school  will  be  con- 
sidered in  its  design. 

The  parking  deck  is  going  to  be  of 
tremendous  assistance.  We  are  still 
somewhat  concerned  about  the  en- 
trance and  exit  from  that  parking  deck, 
but  at  least  it  does  relieve  an  enormous 
burden,  particularly  for  those  of  us 
who  provide  patient  care  primarily  on 
an  out-patient  basis.  In  the  past,  these 
patients  were  parking  on  the  streets. 
It  is  a  bit  distressing  to  all  concerned 
when  a  patient  must  leave  in  the  mid- 
dle of  a  dental  procedure  to  put  a 
nickel  in  a  parking  meter.  Now,  the 
old  parking  deck  will  be  diverted  for 
patient  parking  which  will  be  helpful 
to  all  of  us  and  the  new  parking  deck 
used  primarily  for  faculty. 

The  School  of  Dentistry  has  made 
enormous  progress  and  I  am  very 
proud  of  it.  We  now  have  73  full-time 
faculty  compared  to  the  36  that  were 
here  when  I  arrived.  But  of  greater  im- 
portance, these  faculty  have  come  from 
all  over  the  country.  This  has  been  due 
to  the  support  of  the  administration, 
allowing  us  to  offer  competitive  salaries 
and  to  provide  an  environment  which 
new  faculty  see  as  conducive  to  profes- 
sional growth.  When  I  arrived  here, 
about  two-thirds  of  the  faculty  of  the 
School  of  Dentistry  were  graduates  of 
our  institution  and  I  think  that  was  fine 
except  that  it  was  a  bit  out  of  balance. 
Now  about  25%  of  our  faculty  are 
from  our  own  institution,  75%  brought 
in  from  other  parts  of  the  country. 

Our  student  body  has  increased  to 
110.  I'm  proud  of  the  fact  that  90% 
of  our  entering  class  this  year  are  Vir- 
ginians. This  is  in  contrast  to  53% 
when  I  arrived  here,  and  I  think  this 
is  important  to  the  Legislature,  as 
well.  On  the  other  hand,  we  haven't 
done  quite  as  well  with  women.  There 
were  no  women  in  dental  school  when 
I  arrived.  This  year,  1 1  %  of  the  fresh- 
man class  is  female,  which  is  an  ac- 
complishment. We  do  have  some  black 
students,  not  nearly  as  many  as  we 
would  like,  but  we  do  have  some,  which 
is  progress. 

Doctor  Ray  White,  whom  many  of 
you  will  recall,  was  my  primary  assis- 
tant dean  and  recently  was  named 
Dean  of  the  School  of  Dentistry  at  the 
University  of  North  Carolina.  UNC 
is  a  very  fine  dental  school,  and  I  think 
it  is  a  compliment  to  this  institution 
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that  Ray  White  should  receive  that 
appointment.  He  is  a  graduate  of 
MCV's  School  of  Dentistry,  earned 
his  Ph.D.  here,  and  completed  oral 
surgery  training  in  our  hospital.  I  think 
it  is  a  compliment  to  all  of  us. 

We  have  been  awarded  some  rather 
substantial  and  impressive  grants  this 
year.  We  received  a  grant  for  $100,000 
for  this  year,  $300,000  next  year,  and 
probably  $300,000  the  following  year 
to  train  dental  students  in  the  manage- 
ment of  dental  teams.  We  probably 
have  the  largest  grant  of  this  kind  in 
the  country  at  this  time.  We  also  re- 
ceived the  very  first  grant  awarded  to 
any  school  in  the  country  for  training 
in  pain  control,  and  area  that  has  much 
application  in  dentistry.  That  grant  was 
not  submitted  by  dentistry  alone,  but 
was  a  cooperative  effort  between  den- 
tistry, pharmacology,  psychiatry,  physi- 
ology, and  a  number  of  other  dis- 
ciplines. I  think  it  is  an '  important 
accomplishment  by   our  institution. 

So  as  I  look  back  in  retrospect,  I 
could  talk  for  hours  because  I'm  en- 
thuiastic  for  our  School.  I  could  point 
out  many  other  accomplishments  and 
one  would  see  that  our  cup  is  half  full 
rather  than  half  empty,  I'm  an  eternal 
optimist. 

But  there  are  some  possible  prob- 
lems developing  in  the  future,  and  I 
think  you  should  all  be  painfully  aware 
of  them  because  you  can  be  very  help- 
ful to  us  at  this  time.  We  have  come 
to  a  time  of  accountability  in  State 
budgeting  when  our  budgets  are  being 
looked  at  very  critically  by  the  State 
Legislature.  They  are  saying,  "Need 
you  have  that  many  faculty  in  your 
medical  school,  your  nursing  school, 
pharmacy,  or  allied  health,  or  den- 
tistry? Why  do  you  need  to  have  so 
many  more  faculty  to  educate  those 
students,  compared  to  the  undergrad- 
uate disciplines?"  They  ask  us,  "Why 
do  you  need  so  many  staff  people  at 
your  institution  and  why  must  their 
salaries  be  competitive  with  industry?" 
They  ask  us,  "Why  do  your  people 
have  to  travel  as  much  as  they  do,  why 
do  you  have  to  attend  so  many  meet- 
ings? Why  do  you  need  research  facili- 
ties," and  many  other  questions  that 
are  distressing  to  those  of  us  in  academ- 
ics. Well,  you  really  can't  blame  them, 
there  are  only  so  many  dollars  to  go 
around  and  the  pressures  to  establish 
priorities  are  enormous.  As  you  know, 
one  of  the  high  priorities  at  this  par- 
ticular time  is  rehabilitation  of  those 


individuals  in  our  State  prisons.  None 
of  us  can  deny  that  this  is  very,  very 
important,  but  I  hope  that  everyone  in 
this  room  feels  as  I  do  that  there  is  no 
greater  priority  than  health.  My  father 
visited  with  me  recently  and  he  is  70 
years  of  age  now,  a  person  I  love  very 
much,  obviously,  and  we  talked  about 
his  life  and  the  things  he  has  done.  He 
has  never  been  a  wealthy  man  and  he 
said  to  me,  "You  know,  the  greatest 
gift  any  man  has  is  health,  more  impor- 
tant than  any  other  thing  I  might  have 
had."  He  said,  "I'm  70  years  of  age 
and  I'm  still  a  reasonably  healthy 
man."  I  agree  with  him,  because  if 
there's  another  commodity  that  any  of 
us  place  greater  emphasis  on,  I  don't 
know  what  it  will  be.  I  hope  when  I'm 
70,  I  can  say  the  same  thing.  And  yet 
the  pressures  are  enormous  upon  the 
Legislature  and  upon  the  Governor  to 
place  the  money  in  other  areas,  and 
there  is  just  so  much  money  to  go 
around.  This  is  compounded  by  the 
fact  that  we  are  dealing  with  the  Fed- 
eral government  which  is  also  looking 
at  spending  and  is  saying  such  things 
as,  "Should  we  put  money  into  health 
education.  After  all,  most  of  those  stu- 
dents will  make  large  salaries  when  they 
graduate    from    professional    schools. 


Why  should  we  support  medical  and 
dental  students,  why  should  we  sup- 
port basic  science  research?"  These 
are  arguments  difficult  to  respond  to. 
On  the  other  hand,  medical  and  dental 
education  and  education  in  all  health 
professions  is  very,  very  expensive  and 
if  we  were  not  to  have  the  support  we 
now  have,  it  would  mean,  in  effect,  that 
students  of  modest  means  who  have 
the  intelligence  and  desire  to  attend 
professional  schools  could  not,  and 
that  disturbs  me  enormously  and  it 
should  disturb  all  of  you.  They  are 
the  very  students  we  should  now  be 
graduating  to  serve  in  rural  and  other 
areas  of  critical  need.  We  want  to  en- 
roll the  best  students,  regardless  of 
their  financial  circumstance.  This  is 
where  alumni  associations  really  can 
do  their  greatest  work  for  schools.  It 
is  not  in  donating  money  directly  to 
their  institution,  though  God  knows 
we  need  that  kind  of  money.  It's  more, 
by  using  the  influence  you  all  have, 
each  and  every  one  of  you  and  all  of 
your  colleagues,  to  influence  those 
members  of  the  Legislature,  both  State 
and  national,  to  appreciate  our  prob- 
lems and  to  provide  us  with  the  sup- 
port we  must  have.

For  those  of  you  familiar  with  Old 
Cabiniss  Hall,  I  must  report  that  we 
are  "really  coming  up"  in  the  world. 
We  have  a  brand  new  elevator  to  re- 
place the  old  relic  that  many  of  us  have 
known  so  well  through  the  years.  We 
invite  you  to  come  and  take  a  ride 
with  us. 

I  thought  you  might  be  interested  in 
the  profile  of  the  class  we  just  ad- 
mitted— the  class  of  '76.  First  of  all, 
let  me  say  that  we  had  to  turn  away 
qualified  students  interested  in  nursing 
because  of  serious  space  problems. 
Therefore,  we  are  especially  interested 
in  the  future  of  the  new  Health  Sci- 
ences Building.  We  need  the  support 
of  Alumni  to  get  this  building.  We 
desperately  need  it.  In  the  class  of  '76 
we  admitted  110  generic  students. 
There  are  92  Virginians  and  18  non- 
Virginians.  We  are  trying  to  attract 
minority  groups.  In  this  class,  we  have 
10  Black  students  and  3  male  students. 
The  total  enrollment  of  the  undergrad- 
uate program  is  now  250  students. 

There  are  four  R.  N.  students  in  the 
class  of  '76  and  eight  R.  N.  students 
in  the  class  of  '75.  If  possible,  R.  N. 
students  are  admitted  for  a  summer 
session  so  the  program  may,  for  some, 
be  completed  in  one  year  of  study  in 
the  nursing  major.  Being  able  to  do 
this  depends  on  transfer  credit  and 
credit  by  proficiency  examination.  This 
has  to  be  determined  on  an  individual 
basis. 

The  graduate  program  is  growing 
rapidly  but  at  the  rate  projected  at 
the  time  it  was  planned.  This  fall  we 
have  a  total  of  eighty  full-  and  part- 
time  students  studying  for  a  master  of 
science  degree  in  Nursing.  Many  of 
these  students  have  selected  to  study 
in  the  Department  of  Medical  Surgical 
Nursing  and  Maternal  Child  Nursing. 
Some  of  the  students  entered  the  pro- 
gram as  full-time  students  following 
part-time  summer  study.  The  faculty 
in  the  graduate  program  are  interested 
in  making  the  program  as  flexible  as 
possible  to  meet  the  needs  of  students. 

I  would  like  to  announce  a  joint 
project  between  the  School  of  Nursing 
and  the  School  of  Medicine  that  was 
funded  by  a  $468,000  federal  grant. 
The  Family  Nurse  Practitioner  pro- 
gram was  funded  in  July  and  started 
in  September  of  this  year.  There  are 
ten  students  enrolled  in  the  first  class. 
This  program  results  in  an  expanded 
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role  for  the  nurse  and  a  closer  col- 
laborative relationship  with  the  physi- 
cian in  providing  primary  care.  It  is 
an  exciting  program  and  we  appreciate 
inquiries  about  the  program. 

In  addition  to  the  Nurse  Practitioner 
grant,  we  also  received  our  first  re- 
search grant  which  was  $41,000  to 
support  three  projects  which  are  in 
progress,  one  of  which  is  research  on 
loneliness. 

As  final  comments,  I  would  like  to 

say  we  graduated  the  largest  class  ever 

in  Nursing  this  year,  we  were  visited 

by  the  State  Board   of  Nursing  and 

accreditation    was    confirmed,    and    I 

would  like  to  reiterate  all  John  has 

said  about  faculty  student  ratios.  It  is 

serious  and  we  welcome  your  support.

Thank  you  again  for  inviting  me  to 
this  meeting.  I  always  enjoy  the  hos- 
pitality of  the  Alumni  Association  and 
the  opportunity  to  visit  with  all  of  you. 

It  is,  nevertheless,  always  difficult 
to  prepare  my  remarks  to  you.  The 
other  MCV  Deans  represented  here 
can  address  rather  specific  issues  as 
these  issues  influence  their  respective 
single  discipline  educational  programs. 
Allied  Health,  on  the  other  hand,  is 
made  up  of  some  seven  related,  but 
still  distinct,  professional  disciplines. 
It  would  seem  to  follow  then  that  I 
should  have  seven  times  more  time  to 
talk  with  you  than  the  other  Deans. 

Seriously,  allied  health  is  a  nebulous 
concept  and  I  have  a  feeling  that  this 
group  does  not  really  know  too  much 
about  it.  This  possibility  is  distressing. 
Sometime  when  your  Board  of  Direc- 
tors is  convened  and  if  you  think  it 
worthwhile,  I  would  like  to  meet  with 
all  of  you  and  discuss  with  you  in 
considerable  more  detail  the  nature  of 
the  various  allied  health  programs, 
what  our  students  and  faculty  are  like, 
our  worries  and  concerns,  our  poten- 
tials and  ambitions;  particularly  as 
some  of  these  subjects  relate  to  your 
organization.  Clearly  there  is  not  suf- 
ficient time  to  do  so  today. 

I  can,  however,  report  certain  things 
to  you  today.  Our  total  enrollment  this 
year  is  about  340.  About  two-thirds 
of  the  enrollment  is  in  undergraduate 
programs.  The  remaining  third  is  en- 
rolled in  any  one  of  our  five  graduate 


programs.  We  are  up  to  our  maximum 
enrollment  now.  As  in  the  other  MCV 
professional  schools,  we  receive  each 
year  far  and  away  more  applications 
than  we  may  accept.  Each  year  we  are 
forced  to  decline  many  well-qualified 
applicants.  Because  we  provide  the 
only  educational  offerings  in  certain  of 
the  allied  health  professions  at  MCV, 
students  denied  admission  here  have  to 
look  outside  the  Commonwealth  if  they 
wish  to  continue  to  pursue  course  work 
in  their  fields.  This  is  particularly  dis- 
turbing recognizing  that  we  need  more 
of  these  graduates  in  Virginia.  You 
know  about  the  building  plans  for  the 
health  sciences  education  building  on 
this  campus.  If  and  when  we  are  suc- 
cessful in  getting  the  new  building,  we 
will  be  able  to  do  something  about 
accepting  more  new  students.  The 
plans  for  the  new  building  provide  for 
an  eventual  enrollment  of  about  780 
students  in  the  allied  health  profes- 
sions. 

This  past  week  the  faculty  held  a 
mini  convocation  for  the  SAHP  stu- 
dents at  the  Larrick  Center.  It  was  a 
very  impressive  assembly.  With  all  the 
students  and  faculty  present,  we  liter- 
ally filled  up  the  building. 

As  I  reported  to  the  students  at  that 
assembly,  as  of  today  we  have  about 
2,700  living  graduates  from  the  SAHP 
or  the  "Schools"  which  preceded  it. 

I  believe  you  will  agree  that  the 
number  of  our  graduates  living  today 
is  impressive.  I  will  conclude  with  one 
more  thought  about  them. 

A  number  of  the  earlier  speakers 
this  afternoon  referred  to  a  recent 
meeting  between  your  President  and 
President-Elect  and  certain  MCV  of- 
ficials. I  believe  this  was  a  productive 
meeting  and,  hopefully,  a  great  deal  of 
good  will  resulted  from  it.  During  that 
meeting  I  stressed  the  point  that  I  do 
not  believe  that  my  graduates  feel  par- 
ticularly close  to  your  organization  and 
cited  a  number  of  reasons  for  it.  I 
believe  your  representatives  at  that 
meeting  share  my  distress  about  it.  I 
stressed,  too,  that  the  graduates  of  any 
school  or  university  should  have  an 
alumni  body  available  to  them  and  I 
would  prefer,  if  any  Dean's  preferences 
are  ever  taken  into  account  by  the 
graduates,  your  body  be  the  appro- 
priate alumni  organization.  Again,  your 
representatives  concurred  and  we 
agreed  to  work  towards  that  end. 

I  regret  that  none  of  my  graduates 
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who  are  on  your  Board  are  here  today. 
I  am  sure  they  are  absent  for  good 
reason.  Hopefully,  we  will  be  able,  by 
working  together,  to  renew  the  inter- 
ests of  all  my  graduates.  I  will  work 
with  you  to  that  end,  if  you  really  want 
them.

Dr.   Warren   W.   Brandt   Resigns 

RICHMOND— Dr.  Warren  W.  Brandt 
today  announced  his  resignation  as 
president  of  Virginia  Commonwealth 
University,  effective  October  1 .  In  sub- 
mitting his  resignation,  Dr.  Brandt  ad- 
vised the  VCU  Board  of  Visitors  that 
he  is  interested  in  seeking  new  chal- 
lenges, after  accomplishing  many  of 
his  objectives  over  the  past  five  years. 
For  the  1974-75  academic  year,  Dr. 
Brandt  will  serve  as  special  consultant 
to  the  Board  of  Visitors. 

The  resignation  has  been  accepted 
by  the  rector  of  the  Board  of  Visitors, 
Dr.  Wyndham  B.  Blanton,  Jr.,  who 
cited  Dr.  Brandt  for  what  he  termed 
his  numerous  dynamic  and  innovative 
achievements  as  VCU's  first  president. 
"He  has  done  much  to  meld  the  Medi- 
.cal  College  of  Virginia  and  the  former 
Richmond  Professional  Institute  into 
an  urban  university  of  standing  in  a 
united  pursuit  of  goals.  Faculty  has 
been  upgraded;  standards  raised;  phys- 
ical plant  enlarged  and  improved;  and 
enrollment  increased  to  the  extent  that 
Virginia  Commonwealth  University  is 
the  largest  institution  of  higher  learn- 
ing in  Virginia  with  more  than  17,000 
students,"  Dr.  Blanton  said. 

During  Dr.  Brandt's  tenure  as  pres- 
ident, the  university  has  added  32 
degree  programs  and  has  established 
two  new  schools,  the  School  of  Allied 
Health  Professions  and  the  School  of 
Community  Services.  In  addition,  more 
than  $20  million  in  construction  has 
been  completed  or  is  underway  includ- 
ing a  School  of  Business  building,  the 
Theresa  Pollak  School  of  the  Arts 
building,  the  James  Branch  Cabell  Li- 
brary, an  addition  to  the  West  Cam- 
pus gymnasium,  the  Harry  Lyons 
School  of  Dentistry  building,  Sanger 
Hall,  an  addition  to  the  Tompkins- 
McCaw  Library,  the  Multiphasic 
Health  Testing  Center,  a  1,700  space 
parking  deck  on  the  MCV  Campus, 
and  a  Science  and  Education  building. 
A  $90  million  program  for  new  struc- 
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tures  and  the  rehabilitation  of  old 
buildings  on  the  MCV  Campus  is  in 
the  offing. 

A  native  of  Lansing,  Michigan,  Dr. 
Brandt  received  his  B.S.  degree  in 
chemistry  from  Michigan  State  Uni- 
versity where  he  was  class  valedicto- 
rian, and  his  Ph.D.  degree  in  analytical 
chemistry  from  the  University  of  Il- 
linois. Prior  to  coming  to  VCU,  Dr. 
Brandt  served  as  executive  vice  presi- 
dent of  Virginia  Polytechnic  Institute, 
was  Vice  President  for  Academic  Af- 
fairs at  VPI  from  1963  to  1968,  and 
was  Dean  of  the  VPI  Graduate  School 
from  1963  to  1965.  Dr.  Brandt's 
career  in  education  began  in  1943  as 
an  undergraduate  teaching  assistant  at 
Michigan  State  University.  He  served 
as  an  instructor,  then  associate  profes- 
sor and  finally  chairman  of  the  analyti- 
cal division  in  the  Department  of 
Chemistry  at  Purdue  University  from 
1949  to  1961.  He  became  head  of  the 
Department  of  Chemistry  at  Kansas 
State  University  where  he  later  be- 
came associate  dean  in  the  School  of 
Arts  and  Sciences  in  1962.  In  addi- 
tion to  his  academic  experiences,  Dr. 
Brandt  has  worked  in  industry  as  a 
research  chemist  with  the  U.  S.  Naval 
Ordnance  Test  Station,  the  American 
Cyanamid  Company  and  with  Esso 
Research  and  Engineering.  He  was  a 
Guggenheim  Fellow  at  Oxford  Uni- 
versity, England,  in  1958  and  was  a 
University  Fellow  at  the  University  of 
Illinois  in  1948.  Dr.  Brandt  is  a  mem- 
ber of  several  professional  organiza- 
tions including  the  American  Chemi- 
cal Society,  Sigma  Xi,  Phi  Lambda 
Epsilon,  Alpha  Chi  Sigma,  the  Ameri- 
can Association  for  the  Advancement 
of  Science,  Omicron  Delta  Kappa, 
Alpha  Phi  Omega,  Phi  Eta  Sigma,  Phi 
Kappa  Phi  and  Fellow-American  In- 
stitute of  Chemists. 

The  search  for  a  successor  to  Dr. 
Brandt  will  begin  at  once,  according 
to  Dr.  Blanton.  In  the  interim,  the  af- 
fairs of  the  University  will  be  admin- 
istered by  a  committee  chaired  by  T. 
Edward  Temple,  Vice  President  for 
Development  and  University  Relations. 
Also  named  to  the  committee  are  Dr. 
M.  Pinson  Neal,  Jr.,  provost  of  the 
Health  Science  Division,  and  Dr.  Fran- 
cis J.  Brooke,  provost  for  the  Aca- 
demic Division  with  Dr.  H.  I.  Willett 
serving  as  special  consultant  to  the 
committee.
